First Sale Of Series Will Be Held November 20 


Eugene Klein To Auction 


One of the largest and most im- 
portant dealers’ stocks ever to 
rome on the auction market, the 
A. E. Tuttle estate, will be sold 
by Eugene Klein, in Philadelphia, 
in‘a series of sales béginning No- 
vember 20. Possibly surpassing 
sven the Nassau Stamp Company 
and the Lincoln Stamp Company 
stocks, the stamps are conservat- 
ively estimated to realize well over 
$100,000. 

The sales come at a time when 
American stamp markets, deplet- 
ed by the increase in stamp col- 
lecting and the absence of supplies 
from Europe and Asia, will get a 
much-needed opportunity to re- 
plenish stocks on a large scale. 

Arthur E. Tuttle carried on the 
original Bogert & Durbin Com- 
pany, founded in 1869. It was this 
tompany that produced the fam- 
ous Providence reprints, stamps 
very much like the originals, but 
which had an outline initial in 
gold ink on the back of each stamp, 
the letters on the stamps in the 
pane spelling out the name “Bo- 
gert Durbin.” 

Tuttle was called the shrewdest 
stamp buyer of his time. He made 
enormous purchases, buying old 
issues, as. well as stamps then cur- 
rent by the thousands. Strange as 
it seems, Tuttle, the shrewd and 
eager buyer, was extremely re- 
luctant to sell. Evidence of this is 
apparent in the massive stock now 
& be sold at auction. 

The first Klein sale will feature 





$100,000 Tuttle Estale, 


album collections, stock books of 
stamps, and wholesale quantities 
of United States. Locals, used 
patriotics, stampless covers, cut 
squares, and plate blocks, as well 
as wholesale lots and collections 
of British Colonies and other for- 
eign stamps will also be repre- 
sented. 

As a new experiment in the 
auction field, Klein will catlog 
the stamps at current market 
quotations, eliminating the us- 
ual Scott values. 

It is expected that stamp deal- 
ers from every part of the 
country and from abroad will at- 
tend the sale.

Just as we go to press a hand- 
some Italian picture post card 
arrives from Pvt. Robert Cor- 
ley, somewhere in Sicily.

Thus the papers that we have 
been sending out to boys in the 
service all over the world bear 
fruit and in the letter from Cpl. 
Anderson we found a block of 
six of the 15c stamp, a strip of 
three of the 25c value. a single 
30c, a pair of the 60c and single 
covies of the 1 Lira and of the 
2 Lire. 

While these few stamps do not 
give much new information, an 
examination of them’ does re- 
veal a few things not included in 
our Sept. 23 story on the issue. 
The stamps are perforated 11, 
and are printed on an unwater- 
marked paper, all stamps being 
identical in design. The back- 
ground of each is alike. but 
printed in a different color. The 
background design is of a concen- 
tional pattern and bears the 
words “ALLIED MILITARY 
POSTAGE” in a panel at the top. 
Plates for this master  back- 
ground design can be used in 
printing similar stamps for any 
other occupied country. 

Have Yellowish Gum 

The gum i§ a smooth yellow- 
ish gum similar in appearance 
to that on the small documentary 
revenue stamps. The stamps are 
unwatermarked and judging from 
some marginal edges and one 
corner stamp with margin we 
would believe that the stamps 
were printed in sheets of 400 
stamps, four plates of 100, with 
gutters between. A corner stamp 
shows a small colored line which 
would appear to be the guide in 
cutting the sheets apart. 

It can now definitely be said 
that the stamps bear plate num- 
bers. We believe this is: the first 
time this information has _ been 
printed. A strip of three of the 
25c value has on its top margin, 
“PL 44688” which is of course the 
plate number. 

In all of the stamps we have, 
the lower values are in pale col- 
ors; the 15c being a light orange, 
the 25c an olive yellow. the 30c 
gray, the 60c yellow. The Lira 
values are in stronger colors, the 
1 Lira in green and the 2 Lire in 
red. 

In Sicily the lira is worth one 
cent in U. S. money, or 100 lire 
to the dollar. The British pound

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CHARLES’ BRIDGE OF CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


by R. C. SeeTEAM IN THE lineal nll 





T has been said that half ine] rsieaaiaamare ae 


history of Europe has crossed 
the bridge at Prague—the one 
GREAT BRIDGE of the Middle 
Ages, that dark and stormy thou- 
sand-year period between ancient 
and modern times. With its state- 
ly Gothic towers, its buttresses set 
with statues and groups of saints 
and its 16 massive sandstone ar- 
ches sweeping across the muddy 
swirling Vitava, this 14th century 
stgucture built by order of Char- 
les IV, King of Bohemia and Em- 
peror of Germany, satisfied every 
conception of a medieval bridge. 

Charles’ Bridge is not the earli- 
est structure to cross the Vitava 
at Prague. It was here, in 1189, 
about the time of the Second Cru- 
sade that Queen Judith built the 
first stone bridge constructed in 
Central Europe since the great era 
of Roman bridge building. Ju- 
dith’s bridge stood for almost 300 
years before it was swept away by 
a flood—and 40 years later Char- 
les started building his bridge on 
the old foundations. 

Charles’ Bridge was designed 
by Peter Parler, a French archi- 
tect, who also made the plans for 
St. Vitus Cathedral at Prague. 
Construction began in 1357 and 
was leisurely completed about 150 
years later. The structure is about 
one third mile long and Ripley 


Legend says that tons of eggs, mixed into its mortar made this bridge—shown on ‘Czechoslovakia AP6

(Believe it or not) says that 202 
carloads of eggs were mixed with 
the mortar to give it strength and

Like all medieval bridges the 
Karlov Most has its legends. One 


relates to the huge bronze cruci- 
fix that surmounts one of the 
buttresses, erected in 1696, and 
the only statue of Jesus known to 








880 a Jewish inscription. Legend 
gives us the story that in 1696 a 
Jew when crossing the bridge on 


his way from the Josefov— 
Prague’s ghetto, the oldest in 
Europe—for some _ unexplained 


reason blasphemed the Christ fig- 
ure and spat upon it. His punish- 
ment was to erect a golden halo 
surrounding the statue, engraved 
in Jewish characters—“Holy, Ho- 
ly, Holy”. Another legend—the 
story of Jan of the Five Stars, 
canonized as St. John of Nepo- 
muk patron saint of all Bohemia, 
whose bronze statue’ erected in 
1383 rests on another buttress. 
The story goes that John was 
father-confessor to Queen Sophia, 
wife of Wencelas IV. Impelled by 
suspicion and distrust, Wencelas 
demanded that the priest reveal 
to him all confessions made by 
the Queen. John was in a bad 
spot from two angles—his clerical 
vows and the wisdom of keeping 
out of family disagreements—but 
he steadfastly refused. The en- 
raged monarch had him thrown 
from the bridge and as he sank, 
five stars appered bove the wae 
ter, a divine revelation that Wen- 
celas had put to death a saint. A 
bronze tablet at the foot of the 
statue records the event and all 
statues of St. John of Nepomuk 
have a crown with five stars.

is worth 400 lire in exchange. This 
makes pounds and dollars worth 
approximately the same, as the of- 
ficial pound rate is $4.03. Ac- 
cordingly, the face value of the 
occupation stamp set is about 
twenty cents in our money. 

There are a number of prob- 
lems involved in fixing exchange 
rates in occupied countries. If 
local currencies are valued too 
low, occupying soldiers gain an 
unfair buying advantage over na- 
tives, since they are more plenti- 
fully supplied with cash. 

In Tripoli the lira was estab- 
lished at 100 to the dollar and 
480 to the pound. That meant 
that Americanns could give $4 for 
one pound and then get 480 lire 
instead of only 400. This discre- 
pancy has since been adjusted. 

When U. S. troops move into a 
new country, they take with them 


specially printed dollars called 
“spearhead money.” This is the 
same as our own dollar bills ex- 


cept that the seal is of a differ- 
ent color. In North Africa, for in- 
stance, the currency bore a yel- 
low instead of a blue seal. Saul 
Insel, of Brooklyn, a Linn’s 
reader, has specimens. 

This special money makes reg- 
ular U. S. dollars in the hands of 
Axis agents worthless. It is also 
being used in Hawaii, where the 
seal is colored brown. The word 
“HAWAII” is printed at each end 
of the face of the note and in 
large outline letters on the back. 

Printed In Washington 

“Spearhead money” is used until 
Allied Military occupation money 
and postage stamps are put into 
use. The occupation money is 
printed by the Bureau of Print- 
ing and Engraving in Washington, 
and rushed to the Mediterranean 
by plane. It is there officially is- 
sued by the Allied Military Fin- 








ancial Agency, acting as General 
Eisenhower's agent. 

Under international law, when 
a country is occupied by another 
military force, the rule of the 
country is in the hands of the 
invader, but the cost of the oc- 
cupation is later charged up to the 
country occupied. Money and pos- 
tage stamps in the language of 
the occupied territory is there- 
fore a necessity, for paying local 
workers, etc. In Sicily and Italy, 
our own soldiers are also paid in 
occupation money, which is re- 
deemable in silver the same as 
regular United States currency. 
Allied lire and Italian lire are 
freely exchanged. 

Germans and Japanese use com- 
bat currency as a device for loot- 
ing conquered territories. In 
France, Germans bought up sup- 
plies and industries with occupa- 
tion money—but they refused to 
honor this military currency in- 
side the Reich. The result was 
that they took their  victim’s 
wealth for nothing.

Recent Axis Issues 
As Listed In Foreign 
Stamp Publications 


By Joseph J. Goldberg 

A number of new enemy issues 
are chronicled in recent foreign 
stamp papers. Among these axis 
stamps, which will be taboo to 
VU. S. collectors until after the 
war, are ‘he following: 

Belgium—In another anti-tu- 
berculosis set. this country has re- 
leased eight new stamps with de- 
signs taken from among the forty- 
eight statues in the Garten Petit- 
Sablon in Brussels. The values, 
colors, and statues are noted as 
follows: 10c plus 5c., brown, 
roofer with ladder; 35c. plus 5c., 
green, smithy with long-handled 
hammer; 50c. plus 10c., dark blue, 
metal worker with sack and 
hammer; 60c. plus 10c., gray, 
printer with book and press: 1Fr 
plus 15c., rose carmine, armor 
with sword; 1Fr. 75 plus 75c., 
blue, gold worker with small 
box; 3Fr 25 plus 3Fr 25. salt- 
fish handler with his wares, and 
5Fr plus 25Fr, black-lilac, watch- 
maker with watch and chain 

There are also two semi-postals 
for prisoners of war Of the same 
design, with nurse and child at 
the left and three soldiers at the 
right—one playing an accordion— 
they each have face vlaue of 1Fr 
plus 30c. The first, in dark red, 
has the inscription in Flemish 
and French, and the other, in light 
red, has the inscriptions in French 
and Flemish, in that order. ‘‘Le 
Soir” notes that there will not 
be a new Orval series. 

Bulgaria—Many of twelve 
stamps supplementing two of last 
year have religious and _ historic 
theme. Some of the events date 
back to medieval times, but there 
are no specific details given as to

The two original stamps of the 
set of fourteen, released during 
August of last year, had face val- 
ues of 1L. and 2L. The remaining 
denominations and colors. are: 
10st., dark olue; 15st., blue; 30st., 
violet; 50st., blue; 3L., brown: 4L., 
orange; 5L., dark olive; 7L.. ul- 
tramarine; 10L., sepia; 14L., 
brown; 20L., red-brown, and 30L.., 
gray-black. 

Each of the stamps seemingly is 
of an entirely different design, 
but only six of the remaining 
twelve are available for repro- 
duction or description. They are 
the 10st., showing a warrior 
kneeling before a cross: 50st., 
picturing a man in the act of bap- 
tism; 5L., a ceremonious public 
appearance of some royal or re- 
ligious personality; 7L., a planner 
pointing toward a distant group of 
buildings to others with charts 
before them; 10L., a bearded 
patriarch protecting children and 
adults from a figure with a lash, 
and 20L., a long-haired and 
bearded figure in the act of writ- 
ing. 

Croatia—Three values of a new 
postage issue have appeared with 
portraits of celebrated Croats. The 
1K., blue, has a bust of Catherine 
Zrinski; the 2K., dark olive, por- 
trays Krsto Frankopan, and the 
3K.50, dark red, pictures Pierre 
Zrinski. Then, there is a_ 3K.50, 
blue, noting the naming-day of 
Poglavnik, printed, apparently, 
overnight and issued on June 13. 
The printing, it is noted, called 
for 2,900,000 stamps. 

Two souvenir sheets have been 
reported, each with values of 12K. 
plus 8K. and printed in blue. One 
was perforated and the other im- 
perforate, and the surtax went 
toward the youths. During Sep- 
tember, a stamp for the Croatian 
Philatelic Society is to be issued, 
with a sales cost of 18K. plus 9K. 
plus admission. 

Germany—To note the eighth 
anniversary of conscription (forc- 
ed) of labor, four stamps were re- 
leased on sune 26 last. The val- 
ues and designs are: 3 pfg. plus 
7 pfg., obedience; 5 pfg. plus 10- 
pfg., harvesting; 6pfg. plus 14 
pfg., roadway construction and 
12pfg. plus 18 pfg., war work. 
The stamps remained on sale until 
August 15 at larger post offices 
throughout the Reich. 

Germany — (General Govern- 
ment of Poland)—For the 400th 
aniversary of the death of Nichol- 
as Copernicus, astronomer. a small 
sheet comprising ten s‘2nx:vs with 
an individual value of :*.1, plus 
1Z1, was released. Featured was 
the head of the astronomer. 
Printing was done in Vienna in a 
red lilac. 

Italy—An _ interesting item is 
the distinct war issue which was 
produced by printing slogan tabs 
with three of the current Victor 
Emmanuel III portraits. The 
stamps are the usual double-size 
for pictorials. At the left is the 
portrait stamp and at the right 
a picture and slogan representing 
some branch of the service. The 
postage values used are 25c deep

Gadget 

Perhaps some of you have had 
something like this for years but 
maybe others. like me, never 
thought of it. I was checking over 
duplicates I had against my col- 
lection, trying to replace poor 
copies in the collection from the 
good dupes. Sometimes it was a 
matter of close decision just 
which copy was the better. I 
would have to remove the copy 
in the collection to examine it to 
_see just how good it was. Many 
times I found the removed stamp 
was just as good as the dupe I 
was going to put in. 

I found a piece of heavy gloss- 
finished black paper in a mag- 
azine. I cut out a piece so that 
about % inch margin would show 
on each side of a stamp and cut 
it about twice as long for easy 
handling. You can slip the black 
piece under a stamp and see in- 
stantly the condition of centering. 
Of course, if you have black al- 
bum pages this is unnecessary 
but I have white ones and that 
makes a difference.

If your church in your town has not yet tried such a show you M 
will find it an interesting experiiment and one worthy of the effort. 


WHILE WE ARE ON THE SUBJECT of Sidney, Ohio, we want 
to take a few lines of space to say that stamp collecting interest in 
this city has grown by leaps and bounds. There are several fac- 
tors that account for this, probably the greatest is the location of 
this paper in the city for the publicity given it on many occasions 
has of course revived interest and has made many new collectors. 

We also have here a gentleman who has been known for years 
to possess an excellent lot of stamps. Mr. E. J. Griffis, now in his 
80’s, has long gathered stamps and some choice pieces are in his col- 
lection. People to whom stamp collecting is still a mystery speak 
with awe of the Griffis collection, for they can not understand how 
a man of wealth would trifle with such things. 

Another thing that has helped collecting in this city is the splen- 
did cooperation of the stamp clerks at the postoffice. They lean 
over backwards to help the young and old collectors. No city in the 
country could have greater cooperation in this respect than we get 
here in Sidney. Such things help wonderfully in boosting our 
hobby. 

As a result of all this a count of our subscription list in Sidney 
shows 26 subscribers in this town of a normal ten thousand popula- 
tion. This is probably a laregr percentage of the total population then 
we have in any other city in the country. We know from experience 
however that but a few of the people who have an interest in stamps 
ever take any stamp paper or even belong to any stamp club. This 
fact can be vouched for by any experienced philatelist. 


A NEW ADVERTISING PATRON takes a spot on our front 
page this week. The name of Eugene Klein is known to every old 
time collector, and it has always been known as the name of one of 
the finest and most reputable stamp dealers in, America.

‘|TO REMEMBER.” 


Albert N. Brown, of San Fran- 
cisco, sends a clipping from a 
newspaper of July 1, 1927 which 
tells of the inauguration of trans- 
eontinental airmail service by pri- 
vate contractors on the following 
day. Boeing Air Transport had 
received the contract from Chi- 
cago to San Francisco, while Nat- 
ional Air Transport (which later 
took over Boeing) had the con- 
tract for the New York-Chicago 
portion. It is interesting to com- 
pare that service of Boeing Air 
Transport with the present day 
service of United Airlines (AM-1) 
which is the identical route. 

First of all, the time: A mail 
plane in 1927 would leave San 
Francisco at 7 a. m. and arrive 
in Chicago at 5:45 the following 
morning. a total of 21 hours fly- 
ing time. Today. our airliners can 
do it in less than 13 hours, while 
making practically the same stops. 
In 1927. four planes were used 
between Chicago and Sar Fran- 
cisco while one plane today makes 
the entire trip from New York to 
San Francisco. 

Looking at the passenger’s com- 
fort: a special cabin was on the 
plane which accomodated 4 pas- 
sengers. This contrasts with the 
21-passenger liners and 40-pas- 
senger stratoliners which are 
used today (after the war they 
expect to have planes carrying 
between 50 and 100 passengers.) 
The San Francisco-Chicago fare 
in 1927 was $200.00, today is ex- 
actly half as much. 

An interesting bit about this 
service.is that on the Westbound 
flights, a special stop was made 
at Noxth Platte, Nebr., for the pur- 
pose of delivering Pres, Coolidge’s 
personal mail to him. The Presi- 
dent was vacationing nearby, and 
each day a special sack of mail 
was prepared and locked at the 
White House, then it was flown 
to North Platte by the Boeing 
Company. At North Platte, an 
Army flyer wceuld fly it directly 
to the President’s summer resi- 
dence,
